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1. That if thoſe in a C onventicle refuſe to open the Door 
upon aJuſtice of Peace-his: Warrants Entrance being de- 
manded,. the Door may be broken ope: 
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2. That the Perſons apprehended there, are Convict- 
ed upon their being brought before a Zuftice of Peace, with-' 
out Oath ; incurring the ſame Penalty, as if they were Con- 
victed by Oath ;-as the Law diretts in ſuch Cales. 


2. That thoſe Perſons that are in Conventicles, though 
not brought before  Jufice of the Peace, .may notwithiſtand- 
ing be Convicted by the Oath of Two Witneſſes, of their 
being There; incurring alſo the fame Penalty, as if they 
were ; as the Law directs, vc. :
